Dean had quite a number of 

connection with real estate, and, to jud 


ge 
i his death, e managed to gather nnto 
himself a fair competence. names of 
some of the various parties associated 
with these transactions suffice to engage 
attention. 

On the 6th February, 1717, Esther 
_ Johnson, of the City of Dublin, spinster, 

for the sum of £68 purchased from one 
John Blakeley, of Rochestown, Co. 
Meath, the house and premises, known as 
‘‘ Talbot's Castle,” in the town of Trim ; 
and in the ensuing month of May, for the 
evidently fictitious consideration of £200, 
she transferred this property to Jonathan 
Swift, ‘‘ for ever to his and their own 
proper use and behoof.’’ Later, in the 
month of November, the Dean, in return 
for £223, conveyed the premises to George 
Dennis, of Summerhill, Co. Meath. Here 
was a series of transactions by means of 
which the Dean, acting on behalf of 
‘‘Stella,’’ secured to her the very satis- 
factory profit of £158—the original outlay 
of £65, being, no doubt, a venture under- 
taken on his advice. 

The witness to Esther Johnson’s signa- 
ture was her life-long friend, “ Rec. 
Dingley,’’ the ever-present third party at 
the meetings of the Dean and Stella. The 
neatly written signature, ‘‘ Jon. Swift,”’ 
was witnessed by Alec. McGee, his servant 
man, a tablet to whom, erected by his 
master to set forth his “' discretion, 
fidelity and diligence,” may be seen in 
St. Patrick's Cathedral. Talbot's Castle, 
the subject of the above transaction, was 
erected in 1415 by Sir John Talbot, Lord 
Lieutenant. During the later years of the 
eighteenth century it came to be used as 
a school-house, famous in after times as 
having had a pupil known as Arthur 
Well r, and subsequently as the Duke 
of Wellington. 


“FIRST FRUITS.’ 


Much of the time covered by the period, 
1707-11, was spent by Swift at London in 
his efforts to secure for the Irish Church 
the benefit of the contribution, known as 
“First Fruits’’—then payable to the 
Crown. After many disappointments and 
delays the object was at last~ attained 
(February, 1711), when “ Her Gracious 
Majesty Queen Anne, for the encourage- | 
ment and increase of piety, by Letters 
Patent in the Great Seal, did grant unto 
the several archbishops and bishops of 
this kingdom, and other persons therein 
named as trustees or commissioners, 
all the First Fruits issuing out of the ' 
ecclesiastical benefices and payable by 
the clergy, for the purpose of purchasing 
glebes and impropriations.’’ 

Consequent to this (1716), Dr. Swift. 
as Vicar of Laracor, presented . to, the 
trustees a memoria! setting forth that the 
said parish was of the yearly value of 
about £126, that there was but one acre 
of glebe belonging thereto, and that one 
John Percival, of Knightstown, Co. 
Meath, was willing to sell twenty acres 
of the lands of Nealestown, adjacent “to 
the said one acre of glebe, for the sum of 
£200. Thereupon the trustees assered to 
the purchasing by the said Dr. Swift, of 
the said twenty acres, which, together 
with the one acre of ancient glebe, were 
to be held and enjoyed by Dr. Swift and 
his successors for ever as the glebe of the 
Parish Church of Laracor. This effort by 
the -Dean towards the betterment of his 
little parish was, in addition to the re- 
building of the parsonage, the repairing 
of the church, and the general discharge 
of his parochial duties in an exemplary 
manter, The witness to the document 
securing the new glebe was the Rev. 
Anthony Raymond. 


RAYMOND’S GRATITUDE. 


Dr. Anthony Raymond, Vicar of Trim: 
was a man rich in that he possessed the 
friendship of Jonathan Swift, but, owing 
to natural prodigality as regards worldly 
wealth, poor and necessitous. Though he 
was incredibly vain, his associations with 
Swift were so close that it was to his 
house that Stella and Mrs. Dingley re- 
tired during the frequent absences of the 
Dean. The ineptitude shown by Dr. Ray- 
mond in the matter of the proper handling 
of money made application for loans a 
matter of frequency, and both Stella and 
Swift were approached on some of these 
occasions. On June 14th, 1718, Swift ad- 
vanced to Raymond £150 on the security 
of the Rectory of Effernock, Co. Meath. 
with the impropriate tithes thereof, while 
on the same day Stella made a loan to 
Raymond of a similar sum on the security 
of property in Patrick street and 
Cutibasweed, Dublin. Some years later, 
in return for further monetary accommo- 
dation, all this property passed into full 

session of the mortgagees—-Esther 
ohnson and Jonathan Swift. Dr. Ray- 
mond was not forgetful of the frequent 
kindness of the Dean, and, as a mark of 
esteem, bequeathed “a gold ring to his 
friend, Reverend Jonathan Swift.”’ 

During the years in which the foregoing 
transactions were being carried through. 
Hester Van Homrigh (“' Vanessa ') and 
her sister Mary (Moll) also were en- 
gaged in operations transferring lands 
and premises. Bartholomew Van Hom- 
righ, a gentleman of Dutch descent, Lord 
Mayor of Dublin, and a prime favourite 
of William III.—who conferred on him 
the office of Commissary-General] of the 
Army—had succeeded in acquiring some 
larided estate in this country. At his 
death this passed to the use of his wife 
and to that of his children—Hester 
Ginkel, Bartholomew, and Mary. Owing 
to differences which arose as to the settle- 
ment, it became necessary for Parliament 
to step in and by Act appoint trustees. in 
the persons of Alderman John Pearson 
and Peter Partinton, for and on behalf of 
the young girls. 


PROVOST PRATT. 


It would seem that, about 1716, the 
ladies required some cash in hand, as in 
that year they, with the concurrence of 
the trustees, conveyed to one ping? Henry

will, the fatal interview dispelled any 
such idea. She died within a few 
months of this last meeting, and 
by will dated the ist May, 1725, 
bequeathed all her worldly substance 
whatsoever unto the Rev. Dr. sete ó 
Berkeley, F.,T.C.D., and Robert Marshall, 
of Clonmel. 

Berkeley—a stranger to Vanessa—was 
“a philosopher with regard to money, 
titles and power,’’ and welcomed this 
windfall only as a help towards forward- 
ing his ‘‘Scheme for Converting the 
Savage Americans to Christianity by a 
College erected in the Summer Islands, 
otherwise called the Isles of Bermuda.”’ 
As is well known, the venture failed, and 
in addition to the legacy, which amounted 
to many thousands of pounds, other money 
of the good Doctor was lost irretrievably. 
The second beneficiary, Marshall—with 
whom Vanessa had a very slight 
acquaintance—seems to have flourished 
from the time when he succeeded to this 
fortune. Within a few months he was 
called to the Bar, where he showed such 
aptitude as a lawyer that later he was 
elevated to the Bench as Chief Justice of 
Common Pleas. 


A LINK WITH GRATTAN. 


On the 6th July, 1723, Alderman John 
Pearson, Peter Partinton, Dr. Berkeley, 
Robert Marshall and Bartholomew 
Partinton Van Homrich, as executors of 
Hester, for a sam of £800. assigned the 
lease of the house and lands at Kildrought 
to Thomas Marlay, Solicitor-General for 
Ireland, thus transferring:to a stranger 
the lawns and nooks through which Swiit 
and Vanessa had strayed. ' 

Two other items may be brought to 
memory here. Mary, daughter of Thomas 
Marlay, the new occupant of Kildrought— 
who, like Thomas Marshall, later 
occupied a seat on the Bench as Chief 
Justice—married James Grattan, Recorder 
of Dublin, and with her firstborn gave to 
Irish politics and history a protagonist in 
the person of Henry Grattan. With the 
death of Hester the family of Van Hom- 
righ, at least as regards the Irish branch 
thereof, became extinct. However, by a 
clause in the will of her brother. 
Bartholomew, it had been provided that 
Bartholomew, son of Peter Partinton 
above-mentioned, should succeed as his 
heir on the condition that he assumed the. 
surname Van Homrigh; and it is due to 
this provision that the name Van Hem- 
righ has been bequeathed to later times. 
The Rev. Thomas Sheridan was one ol 
the innermost circle of friends of 
Jonathan Swift, and it was to his house at 
Quilea that the Dean frequently retired 
during his declining years, in order to 
escape the toil and tumult of the metro- 
polis and to seek relief from the more 
frequently recurring attacks of giddiness 
to whith he had become subject. Like 
others, Dr. Sheridan experienced the 
Dean’s kindliness of heart in his readiness 
to afford monetary accommodation to 
needy friends. By the year 1736 his in- 
debtedness in this respect stood at the sum 
of £668, as security for which he handed 
the Dean mortgages on his property at 
Quilca, Blencoop and other places in Co. 
Cavan. However, the Doctor was able to 
repay the money within. short time, or 
else was forgiven the debt, as appears by 
a discharge thereo! signed by the Dean, 
5th January, 1736 (O.5.). 


AN EXCITING RACE. 


The letters of Sheridan to Swift in 
connection with the transactions are 
highly interesting reading, as, in addition 
to the matter in hand, they touch on 
a variety of other topics. For instance, 
he informs the Dean of the ‘ diabolical 
proceedings of that monster,’’ his wife, in 
endeavouring to matry their daughter to 
a noted fop of the time. In another 
letter he writes: “ They say Mrs. White- 
way Yid your mare at the Curragh and 
won the plate. They say the Primate’s 
lady rid against her, and that Mrs. 
Whiteway, by way of weight, carried the 
Bishop of Down and Connor behind her. 
Pray let me know the truth of this?”’ 
It would be a matter of much interest 
to learn if the archives of the Turf Club 
contain any confirmation of the carrying 
through of such a rare and exciting 
match. 

Dr. Sheridan is now principally 
remembered as having been the grand- 
father of Richard Brinsley Sheridan. He 
was also that Royal Chaplain who, when 
commanded to preach on either the 
occasion of the King’s Birthday or the 
anniversary of the accession of the House 
of Hanover, was guilty of an unforgivable 
faux pas in selecting for his text, 
‘‘Sufficient unto the day is the evil 
thereof.’’ Thus he forfeited his chaplaincy 
and his right of access to Court circles. 

Mrs. Whiteway, as to whose success as 
an equestrienne Dr. Sheridan showed such 
eager curiosity, was a cousin of Jonathan 
Swift, being a daughter of his uncle 
Adam, and was twice widowed. For many 
years she had the privilege of looking 
after the Deanery in Kevin street during 
the absence of the Dean, and is said to 
have been the last person recognised by 
him prior to his loss of reason, and one 
of the few recognised when, some short 
time before his death, he regained some 
degree of normality. She had acted as his 
amanuensis and was his constant 
attendant and companion in his declining 
years. That Swift was grateful to this 
lady, and wished his gratitude to take a 
Bat, form, is shown by a grant, 
lated 1737, whereby, in consideration of 
love and affection, he transferred to 
Martha Whiteway a mortgage debt of 
£500 secured to him on lands belonging 
to Dr. Sheridan in the County of Cavan. 
Swift made provision in his will for John 
Whiteway, son of Martha, directing that 
he was to be brought up as a surgeon ; 
and a'sum of £100, out of the arrears of 
his church livings, was paid to Mrs, 
Whiteway towards the fulfilment of this 
cpt owt as well as £5 for buying such 
“physical and chirurgical books” as 
might be necessary. John Whiteway rose 
to eminence as a surgeon in the latter 
half of the eighteenth century. 


A CONTESTED SUIT. 


Willoughby. Swift, a Lisbon merchant, 
was the cousin who befriended Jonathan 
when in his early days he needed 

uniary help, and by such action was 
irectly responsible for awakening in 
Jonathan a wholesome spirit of thrift and 
carefulness. About the year 1700, 
Willoughby, with the object of providing 
for his daughter, Hanna, entrusted to his 
brother, Mr. Deane Swilt, of Co. Meath. 
the sum of £330 7s. 6d., and later other 
sums towards that end. Dean Swift in 
his will (1713), ‘‘ being minded to make 
provision for sw of said money,” 
states that he had id Hannah 
£41 13s. 4d. and provided £150 for her 
on marriage, and an annual sum of £100 
for eight years, and requested his heirs

the deeds were read and signed by me, 
my creditor and his tenant, by which I 
shall be richer a hundred and twenty 
pounds a year and thereby able to give 
you a fee and a friend a bottle of wine 
more than usual.”’ 

The Rev. John Worrall, mentioned in 
connection with the last series of 
transactions, was Swift’s vicar at St. 
Patrick's, and for many years his 
intimate and trusted friend. During 
Swift’s many sojourns in the country 
Worrall kept him informed as to all 
happenings of interest and importance, 
and catered for his bodily wants by 
welcome gifts. “I thank you for the 
purchase of Bristol beer. it will soon 
pay for itself by saving me many a bottle 
of wine, but I am afraid it is not good for 
our gout.”’—so runs one of many such 
omely notes. :

A FILM OF THE WEEK. 


‘IN OLD ARIZONA” AT 
THE CAPITOL THEATRE. 


Another example of the sound film is being 
presented this week at the Capitol Theatre, 
Dublin, and the large crowds which have 


_patronised the opening performances show 


that the public interest in this new form of 
entertainment is still very great. ‘*In Old 
Arizona ”’ is the first sound film made by the 
Fox Film Company, and is an endeavour to 
utilise the new method for open-air scenes. 
It is, frankly, nothing but an experiment, 
and as such it may á described as a fair 
success. 

The action takes place in the Arisona of a 
generation ago, complete with cattle 
‘“rustlers,’’ a stage coach “ hold-u:,” and all 
the impedimenta of a Bret Harte story. The 
Cisco Kid, a sort of Western Dick Turpin, is 
quite a likeable villain in contrast with the 
egotistical military sergeant whose task it is 
to hunt him down. Both are victims of the 
wiles of a dark Sparish beauty of decidedly 
‘““vampish '” ways, some of whose scenes 
might with advantage be sub-edited. 

In the indoor scenes the voices ‘‘ come 
through’’ fairly well, though one has to 
have a quick ear to catch some of the con- 
tinual repartee. The big experiment is in 
trying to reproduce the sounds of the open 
alr scenes, and in places this has been well 
dene. For instance, there is the creak and 
jolt of the old stage coach as it starts off on 
its hazardous journey through the hills, and. 
later, the sharp gallop of horses; but the most 
realistic touch is achieved when, cutting 
across the dialogue, there comes the braying 
of a jackass. In a cattle “rustling” scene, 
too, the lowing of the cattle is very naturally 
reproduced, and one gets quite the atmo- 
sphere of the drive. Other homely sounds 
ure the crowing of a cock, the cackle of hens, 
and the frantic squealing of a pig caught in 
a hedge. 

On the stage Mr. Billy Coomber repeats 
most successfully his number “ Roses of 
Yesterday,’’ which vas so well received last 
week. He also sings an old _ favourite, 
“Chloe,” The Capitol Tiller Girls contribute 
a very clever song and dance ensemble, ‘‘ Me 
and the Moon,” and Alec Fryer and his 
Capitolian Band complete a pleasant pro- 
gramme with selections from ‘‘ Maritana.’’

Miss [tis Barry. 


An interesting visitor to Dublin this 
week is Miss Iris Barry, the well-known 
London journalist, film critic and 
authoress. Few people know’ so much 
about the inside and outside of the film 
industry as Miss Barry. On the strenzth 
of her visit to Holly- 
wood, and her long 
experience as film 
critic to one of the 
higgest London 
dailies, she published 
some time ago a very 
interesting and witty 
hook .called ‘‘ Let’s 
Go to the Pictures.’’ 
It threw an exceed- 
ingly penetrating 
searchlight on the 
film world. and 
caused a _ distinct 
sensation in Holly- 
wood, especially 
among the ‘‘ beautiful but dumb sister- 
hood.” Miss Barry was the first critic 
with the moral courage to come out in the 
open and say that she preferred acting 
ability and personality to mere beauty 
every time 

Her next book, “‘ Lady Mary,” a charm- 
ing biography of “The Queen of the 
Blues,” Lady Mary Wortley-Montagu, 
attracted very favourable attention from 
the critics that count, and she followed it 
up with a scholarly and graceful preface 
to the reprinted memoirs of Laetitia 
Pilkington, of Swift’s memory. [Iris 
Barry has a very close symrathy with the 
eighteenth century. Indeed, she is some- 
what eichteenth century herself in many 
wavs; for she has a very pretty wit, 
writes what Fanny Burney would call an 
elegant letter—an accomplishment that is 
exceedingly rare now1adays—is a most 
brilliant «onversationalist, and, curiously 
enough. lives in a charming old Queen 
Anne house in Bloomsbnrv, where she 
cives delichtful narties, By the way, she 
is Mrs. Arthur Porter in private life, and 
her husband is a literary critic of some 
renown. Miss Barry. has just finished a 
novel, which I am not allowed to say much 
about, except t at it is to he wublished 
very soon. She is coming to Dublin for a 
much-needed rest. 


Lord Webb ? 


Only a few weeks ago it was announced, 
with every appearance of authenticity, 
that Mr. Sidney Webb had retired 
definitely from politics and would under- 
take a world tour, daring which he was 
to spend a considgrable time in India 
and China. Now it is known ‘that Mr. 
Webb is to be Secretary of State for the 
Dominions and Colonies in Mr. 
Macdonald's Ministry, and that he is to 
be accommodated with a seat in the 
House of Lords. His long and arduous 
public service. would entitle him to the 
honour of a Peerage, and at seventy years 
of age he would be entitled to rest. on 
his great achievements in historical 
studies and public administration.

Dublin Street Noises. 


Some time ago one of my correspon- 
dents drew attention to the noises of 
Lower Abbey street in the evening. I 
have now experienced the horrors of the 
street myself. 

The other evening I was endeavouring 
to listen attentively to the beautiful verse 
of An Philibin’s play, ‘‘ Tristram and 
Iseult,’’ at the Peacock Theatre, but the 
noises of the street below were so loud and 
so persistent that I almost gave up the 
effort in despair. So persistent and 
deafening were the noises that I began 
to believe that all the ’buses in the city 
were passing down the street. The short 
silence would be cut sharply by the 
piercing shriek of a Klaxon, the shrill 
grinding of brakes would follow quickly, 
then loud explosions from an engine, and 
occasionally all three would combine to 
torture the ear. There was a motor 
cyclist who seemed to be trying how much 
noise he could make with his engine, and 
as he seemed to have no desire to leave 
the street, his performance continued for 
well over an hour. 

The little theatre has several large 
windows looking upon the street, and is 
thus at the mercy of all the din of that 
busy thoroughfare. As it is close to the 
junction of Marlborough street with Abbey 
street there is a continuous din through- 
out the evening. This noise spoils the 
theatre; its intimate quality is ruined; 
but surely something could be done to 
divert the more noisy motor traffic thorugh 
Beresford place? It is not the roadway 
itself that is noisy, it is the honking and 
hooting and roaring of the motor vehicles, 
and this could be eased by closing portion 
of the street for a few hours every even- 
ing while the theatre is in use. 


ACore Haste, Less Speed. 


When describing in Monday’s Diary my 
motoring adventure in Co. Kildare, I 
might have added another that turned 
on the difference between Irish and 
English miles. I was driving from 
Leenane in Co. Galway one autumn day 
a few years ago and hoped to make Sligo 
before nightfall. 

Some time after T had left Ballina, I 
Sawa signpost on the road which said: 
“ Sligo, fourteen miles.” My heart rose; 
for I reckoned that my lights would hold 
out for this distance. On I drove; but 
after a time Í saw anot!:er signpost, and 
it said: “ Sligo, seveiteen miles!"’ Yet 
I was driving steadily eastward. 

I thought of the men in the story who | 
asked at the roadside again and again how 
far it was to Sligo, and always were told 
(in the offhand Irish way) five miles. 
“Let us be thankful, at least, that we 
are not losing ground,’’ said one of them. 

My plight seemed to be worse than 
theirs; for here I was palpably losing 
ground if the signposts did not lie. The 
explanation, however, was simple. The 
first signpost had been in Co. Mayo and 
reckoned the distance in Irish miles. The 
second had been across the border of Co. 
Sligo, where the reckoning was taken up 
in English measure. I was less than 
fourteen Irish miles and more than seven 
teen English miles from my destination.

One of the estates 
shortly to come up for sale is Broome 
Park, near Canterbury, the Kentish home 
of the late Earl Kitchener, who purchased 
it in 1911 and spent much time there 
until the mid-summer of 1914. The old 
mansion is surrounded by about seven 
hundred acres of land, which was laid 
out as a park as long ago as 1634. The 
late owner’s coat-of-arms and his motto, 
‘“Thorough,’’ are emblazoned on the 
stone fire-places in the great hall, and on 
the ceiling of the diningroom. 

Lord Kitchener spent much of his 
leisure time collecting antiques for 
Broome Park which held a special place 
in his affections, his full title being Earl 
Ktchener of Khartoum and of Broome.

Cinematograph Music. 


I hear that the advent of the talking 
film is likely to occasion a good deal of 
unemployment among musicians. In 
some cities, where picture theatres are 
installing the new apparatus, orchestras 
are under notice to terminate employ- 
ment in the near future; for hencefor- 
ward a pianist will be sufficient for 
occasional calls, while the greater part 
of the music will be furnished by the 
sound film. 

Most of the Dublin houses, I ain told, 
are installing the “ talkies,’’ and already 
the engagements, not only of musicians, 
but of variety performers, are seriously 
abbreviated. I fear that Dublin in the 
past has been unkind to its musical 
talent. The tale is told of a violinist of 
great talent who received a petty weekly 
wage in Dublin, and never was given the 
opportunity to win appreciation by a 
solo turn. He left the country in dis- 
gust, and after a few months he had 
earned such a name in England that he 
was being engaged in Dublin for flying 
visits at a fee for a weék equal to what 
he earned in some months when working 
at home.

This represents a very sorry position. It ;

ouse of Commons, on February 27th, th: 
£50,000 would be redeemed by March 31: 
1929, a further £100,000 in April, 1929, and 
£60,000 every ensuing April until April, 1939 
making a total of £750,000 in il. This 
means that at least £150,000 | 
£77,000 should be redeemed by now | 
Blythe by a statement (which, in the 
beginning of March, he was reported to have 
made) that he would take credit for the 
profits of the whole issue in this year s 
Budget, effectively stifled all comment on +) 
astounding announcement that En cland 
going to repudiate her liability for that part 
of her comage held by Free State . i 
It expiains my silence and probably thar of 
other commentaters; but, now that M 
Churchill seems to have won hands down 
over the Free State, and particularly sin. 
he has been ejected from office by his fellov 
countrymen, it does not seem inopportune to 
make the comment which might have been 
made long ago. 

The whole thing savours strongly of sharp 
practice; of this there is not a shadow oi 
doubt. Mr. Churchill’s sole defence in the 
House of Commons was that “this coinage 
was issued before the Exchequers§ were 
divided, and that the Irish and British tay. 
payers were both joint participators in the 
profits of the issue.” This argument applies 
with exactly the same force to Treasury 
Notes, Savings Certificates and War Jan. 
A ten-shilling note the same Kings 
head on it that four half-crowns have. The 
were issued by the same authority and 
involve the same hiability. There is thus 
difference—which is “sharp practice’’ anc 
absolutely nothing else—that the War Loan 
Savings Certificates, Treasury Notes 
specifically redeemable by law, whereas the 
authorities forgot to state specifically in the 
Coinage Acts that they would redeem the 
coins. However, we all know that the coins 
would not circulate but that everybody takes 
for granted that the coins are redeemable. 
By implication there is just as much repudia- 
tion in refusing to redeem a half-crown as 
there 1s in refusing to redeem a ten-shilling 
note or a Savings Certificate. | 

The British position is that they wl! 
redeem no copper coinage whatever from 
the Free State, and only £750,000 of the 
silver coins (which Mr. Churchill considered 
to be at most only half of the silver coms 
1 the Free State).

BELFAST COUNCIL PREFERS 
NOT TO DECIDE. 


A special meeting of the Belfast City 
Council was held yesterday to consider the 
sixth interim report of the Special Com- 
mittee appointed by the Council in April, 
1926, to examine the report of the Housing 
Commission. The report dealt with the dis- 
missal of Mr. H. A. Cutler from the position 
of City Surveyor of Belfast, and matters 
arising subsequently on the question of a 
ension for Mr. Cutler. It appeared that 
Mr. Cutler's case had gone to the Civil 
Service Committee for Northern Ireland in 
London. The Civil Service Committee ad- 
vised a settlement by agreement, and de- 
ferred a decision in order to give the parties 
time to consider the suggestion. 

The Corporation’s Committee met last 
week, and reported as follows :—' While 
they greatly regret that the regulations and 
restrictions of the Institution of Civil Engi- 
neers have, in the circumstances of his dis- 
missal, had the effect of preventing Mr. 
Cutler practising his profession under its 
rae eg they cannot see their way to go 
further than to remind the Council that Mr. 
Cutlef entered the service of the Corporation 
in September, 1903, and remained in it till 


1926; that until the year 1925 no question | 


had arisen which could be said to suggest 
that Mr. Cutler had served the Corporation 
in his capacity as City Surveyor otherwise 
than faithfully and well. In view of the 
terms of the letter of the Civil Service Com- 
mittee set out above the Council is recom- 


mended to instruct Mr. Elliot to inform the 
Civil Service Committee that the Council 
desires that the question at issue be decided 


by the Civil Service Committee itself.’ 
Alderman Sir William Turner, moving the 


adoption of the report, said that an impres- 
sion was held by some that that Mr. Cutler 
had been granted a pension. This was not 
the case, and there was no foundation for 
such a view. The report submitted showed 
that the Civil Service Committee had sat on 
two occasions to deal with Mr. Cutler’s claim. 
and they suggested that it might be settled 
by agreement. The Special Committee, hav- 
ing carefully considered the matter from all 
points of view, were of the opinion that the 
Civil Service Committee should themselves 
decide the matter. That was the committee's 
recommendation in a nut shell, seemed 
the fairest and most equitable way of dealing 
with the question.

The Governor-General’s refusal to attend 
Trinity College Races, because the College 
Spotts Committee would not give an under- 
taking that only “ The Soldiers’ Song™’ 
ne óV be am in honour of: his visit, 
will, be the subject of questions in the 
Free State Parliament to-morrow, 

If. the Executive Council can avoid if, 
I do not think that there will be much dise” 
cussion of the matter, the official attitudé 
ostensibly being that the issues, if any, 
raised by Mr. McNeill’s action are trivial 
and unworthy of comment or excitement, 

The unofficial view of the Executive, so 
far as I can ascertain it, is more im- 
portant. To begin with, it may be stated 
that members of the Ministry are in full 
accord with the “stand” taken by the 
King’s representative. 


: “ APPROVED.”’ 

Whether the initiative was taken by His 
Fxcellency on this particular occasion 18. 
not guite clear; but, ií it were, it can 
assumed, I am assured, that he first 
acquainted the Executive Council with his 
intentions, and received an intimation of 
its approval. The difficulty in marking 
the source of “initiative” is that the pro- 
cess of opposition to the British Natienal. 
Anthem began some years ago. 

At that time the initiative was taken 
by the Executive Council, which, either 
through its individual members, their 
friends or prominent .members of their 
staffs, conveyed occasionally to the pro- 
moters of certain functions that it would 
be acceptable to the Government if the 
promoters saw that the Free State Anthem 
were included in the programme. 

There were significant results in a few 
cases in which the promoters could not 
agree that there was any reason for chang- 
ing the Anthem with which it had always 
béen customary to receive His Majesty's 
representative. 


REQUEST TO THE R.D.5S. 

A notable one was that of the Dublin 
Horse Show. It is not generally known, 
I think, that the Executive Council had 
conveyed to the Royal Dublin Society a 
“request ’’ that a prominent place should 
be found for the Free State Anthem and 
flag during the Show. 

The uin was “willing to hoist the 
flags of the various countries while their 
respective jumping teams “held”. the 
grounds, but certain members of the 


| Executive Council contended tha this was 


not enough and demanded— | 
(1) That a Free State tricolour flag of 
larger size than any other displayed 
in the grounds should be flown -{rom 
the Governor-General’s box and 
(2) That “ The Soldiers’ Song” should be 
played. 
Failure to observe these conditions was 
to be fraught with serious consequences 
for the Society. The Free. State military 
jumping team would not be allowed to 
participate, and the Executive Council 
would advise the appropriate authorities 
in other countries not to send teams to 
compete in the jumping competition. 
The Society, realising how much the 
success of the Horse Show meant 
to: Ireland, acquiesced in the Govern- 
ment’s “‘ request,” and the tricolour flag 
has been flown and the “ Soldiers’ Song” 
played at the Horse Show ever since. ' 


THE BANK OF IRELAND. 

The Bank of Ireland, College Green, 

some years ago, on a certain important 
occasion, displayed the Union Jack with- 
out the company of the tricolour.. It was 
intimated to the bank authorities by a 
member of the Executive Council that the 
Government was an important customer 
of the bank, and that, rightly or wrongly, 
the bank was in the popular mind 
strongly identified with the Administra- 
tion. 
I am told also that about the same 
period one or two military and police 
bands—not presumably on their own 
initiative—took pains, before —they 
attended certain functions, to ascertain 
whether they were expected to provide 
musical honours for the toast of His 
Majesty. 


A CURIOUS VIEW. 


The installation of the present Governor- 
General in office marked a transference 
of the initiative in these matters to the 
King’s representative directly, bat in the 
exercise of it Mr. MacNeill, I am assured, 
has had throughout the most cordial 
approval of members of the Executive 
Council. The view of certain members 
of the Executive Council is the remark- 
able view that the very fact that he is 
the King’s representative removes the 


Governor-General frem the category of 
persons in whose honour “ God Save the 


Ring ” ought to be played. 

His Majesty's Kingship, it is contended, 
is divided over many States, and, while 
“God Save the King ” may be all right, 
say, at Geneva, where representatives of 
the various units of the Commonwealth 
are gathered together, it is entirely 
different when the individual State is 


concerned. 


IF THE KING CAME TO DUBLIN, 


“4 the King came to the Free State 
in the morning,” said a confidant of the 
Free State Cabinet to me yesterday, “ he 
wonld be received with “ The Solider’s 
Song,” but for, say, Lord Birkenhead, Mi. 


Baldwin, or Mr. Ramsay Macdonald, the 
British Anthem would be played, just as 
the American National Anthem was played 
for A[r. Kellogg when he came here. 


“There is no reason why ‘God Saye 


the King’ should be played for the 
Governor-General here. He is the Head 
of this State, but the British National 


Anthem is not our Anthem, and there is 


no reason why it should be played for 
him. 


‘Tt should be: remembered that the 


National Anthem of a country does not 
always have allusion to the head of the 
country, as witness the ‘ Star Spangled 
Banner,’ the ‘ Marseillaise,’ and others. 
Consequently, I cannot see where there 
is any slight to the head of . this 
country when the country’s National 
Anthem is played in his honour.”
